Church With a History 

This old church, which was the cathe- 
dral for many years, was one of the bis- 
torical landmarks of the Edmonton dis 
trict. It was built by the priests and 
reverend brothers entirely. Some of the 
finest paintings and carving that could be 
seen anywhere was in this o)1 church, 
Rey. Brother Powes was the master bulid 
er and in charge of the building. Vor a 
long time it werved the weeds of the 

atholic people of the whole district. It 
is really not the first church a» the old 
log building, which’ cau stil be seon at 
St. Albert, was the first to be used fe 
a church, but that was just while the real 
church was being built, 

The beautiitu. paiuiings around the 
church and around the altar were par- 
tvularly beautiful and the two angels, 
love each #ide o fthe high a'tar are stated} 
lo equui auything in tue churches of tne 
old land; ail were done by the Christian 
brothers who, coming from LErittany, 
Vrance and Belguim, were, many of them, 
master craftemen. 

The lumber for this old charch wae al! 


placed on rations and $1.10 a day on 
the 4th day of August, 1914, the fit 
returned soldier would have no clatm 
But such was not the case and the 
retrned eoldier finds himself faced 
with the high cost of living, and that 
his country had done him too great 
honor by asking him to both fight and 
pay. 

“In regard to a lump sum cash 
gratuity available to 100 per cent of 
the returned men, the present govern- 
ment has gtven an absolute refusal, 
but, we have been refused before by 
the sam govt When our wounded 
soldiers first came back from overseas 
we found pensions on a basis of $30 
for the fully disabled man and $24 for 
the widow, and it was only after 
strenuous efforts on the part of the 
Great War Veterans association that 
same have been raised today to $75 
and $60 respectively We do not be- 
lieve this i» enough and are no 
fighting the case for $1 for every one 
per cent of disability.

The newspaper scouts at Ottawa 
sent out word a few days ago that 
rumors were in circulation there | 
of a movement to shift the} 
National Railway system back| 
into private control; whether to| 
sell the system, or give it away, | 
or to only turn it over to & com- 
pany for operation with the Gov- 
ernment retaining ownership was 
not stated. 

Mr. Crerar, leader of the United | 
Farmers’ parliamentary contin- 
gent, in a speech at Brandon said 
that he looked for something of} 
the kind being done or attempted. 
While the Ottawa report was) 
based supposedly upon rumors) 
only, Mr. Crerar is likely to know 
that there is ground for his fore- 
cast and to have reason for pass- 
ing the word to the public. 

In’ some previous speeches and 
in a subsequent speech in Edmon- 
ton, Mr. Crerar has been urging 
that the capital accounts of the 
Government lines be gone over 
with the blue pencil, and scaled 
down to the supposed actual physi- 
cal valuation of the roads. In 
other words, that there be trans- 
ferred to the public debt any por- 
tion of the present capital charges 
which represent waste, mistakes of 
judgment on the part of the com- 
panies during construction, or fou- 
tunes made by promoters of ihe 
enterprises by over-capitalisation. 

Putting one and one together, 
what is the conclusion? Is Mr. 
Crerar sending out a feeler to see 
how the public would take the 
proposition to unload the excess 
burden of charges upon the coun- 
try and then hand over the roads 
at a strictly commercial calcula- 
tion to private interests? Or is he 
sounding the alarm, as preliminary 
to a campaign to rouse public 
opinion against the perpetration of 
the scheme? 

There cannot be much doubt 
that the impulse toward ‘‘railway 
nationalisation’’ has lost a good 
deal of its initial thrill. Even the 
Toronto Globe seems to have 
stopped trying to stampede the 
Government into taking over also 
the C.P.R. system. Perhaps it has 
discovered that the Government 
already has more railway than it 
knows what to do with. 

It has developed that there are 
certain disadvantages incidental 
to the policy of Government oper- 
ation which were blandly ignored 
when the purchase of the Cana- 
dian Northern and the expropri- 
ation of the G.T.P. were being put 
over. It is no longer possible to 
obscure these from the public, The 
smooth assumption that the Gov- 
ernment could run unprofitable 
railways so as to make them pay 
their way has been rudely dis- 
turbed. The roads have been los- 
ing money. Last year they ab- 
sorbed something like fifty million 
more than they earned. They 
ought to be doing better at pres- 
ent, for rates have been shot up 
forty per cent on freight with the 
biggest crop ever to haul out, 
Passenger rates were boosted to a 
point where they tended to kill 
traffic ; but as there is no proposal 
to bring then down the conclusion 
is that the roads must be making 
something out of the heavier 
charges upon those who do travel. 

If the Government system isn’t 
paying its way now the chances 
are not good that it will do so for | 
some years. And the Associated 
Press service does not seem to 
carry any monthly report showing 
what the income and outgo of the} 
Government system are; for the| 
reason, it is to be suspected, that 
the showing would not read pleas- 
antly to the taxpayers of the 
country.
